OF RETAIL STOCKS 


RETXESENTATIVE CITIES CHOSEN; 


ONEONTA IN SIXTH SECTION 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.—Food 


stocks held in retail Mores of city and 
iural portions of 43 counties in various 
parts of the country will be inventoried 
on August "1 to furnish the basis foi 
an estimate of the Department of 
Agriculture's survey of markets of the 
amount of food products in the hands 
of the retail dealers. A detailed sui- 
vey also will be made in New T"ork 
citv. 


The survey of retail stocks, the plan 


for which was made public tonight, 
is one of four branches of the great 
task of estimating the country's en- 
tire food stocks as of August 31. Other 
surveys will cover stocks on farms, in 
wholesale commeicial establislimp-its, 
storage houses and in the homes of 
the consumers. 


Local work will be directed for the 


survey by agents of the bureau of 
chemists. 
Boards of trade, members 


of commerce, retail grocers associa- 
tions and farm bureau associations and 
other state, county and city officials 
\wll gi\e their aid. 


Blanks are now being distributed 


in cities by local health and police 
officers under the direction of the 
board of chemistry and in rural com- 
munities by the boards of commerce 
and 
patriotic 
oiganizations.

X'evv York the largest city selected 
is Cleveland, Ohio, which was chosen 
because it js centrally located in a 
large industrial center with a back- 
ground of farming country. 
The sec- 


ond group includes the cities of Syra- 
cuse, X. Y.: Dai'as, Texas; AltoOTia, 
Pa. These three are thought to repre- 
sent conditions in cities depending -p- 
on manufacturing 


The grouping on a whole is in ac- 


cordance with population. 
The first 


group represented by Cleveland is for 
metropoli*an districts with a popula- 
tion of 200,000 or more. In the fourth 
group of cities, those about 25,000, 
Binghamton is one of those chosen, 
while Oneonta. X. Y., is among those 
of the fifth representative cities of its 
size.

It seemed almost certain death to 


start over in broad daylight, yet, as 
it turned out, the crossing of :No Man's 
Laud was accomplished rather more 
easily than In our nifrht raids. 
Our 


battalion was on the extreme right of 
the line, and that a,dded materially to 
our difficulties*, first by compelling us 
to advance through mud eo deep that 
some of our men sank to their hips in 
it and, second, by yivin/f us the hottest 
Ijttle spot In France to bold later. 


I was In charge of the second 
-ve." cr assault line. This is called 


the "mopping up" wave, because tne 
business of the men composing it is 
thoroughly to bomb out a position 
crossed by the first wave, to capture 
or kill all of tbe en%my remaining and 
to put the trpnch in a condition to be 
defended against a counterattack by 
reversing the flrc steps and throwing 
up parapets. 


Our artillery bad given the Germans 


BUCU a battering and the curtain fire 
which our guns dropped Just thirty to 
forty yards ahead of us was so pow- 
erful that wo lost comparatively few 
men going over—only those who wore 
knocked down by sheila which the Ger- 
mans landed among u" thiough our 
barrage. They never caught us with 
their machine guu sweeping until we 
neared their trenches. 
Then a gooil 


many of our men began to drop, but 
we were tn ttielr front trencn before 
they coula cut us up anywhere near 
romi-letely. Going: ovpr I wns struck 
by shell fragments on the hand aud 
leg, but the wounds wore not severe 
enough to *top me. in fact, t did not 
know thnt 1 bad bprn wounded until 
I felt blood running into my shoe. 
Thou i discovered tbe cut In my leg. 
but saw that it was quite shallow nnd 
that no artery of importance had been 
damaged. So I went on. 


I had tlie familiar feeling of nervous- 


nes« snd physical shrinking nnd nausea 
at the beginning of this fight, but by 
the time we were halfway across No 
Man s Land 1 had my nerve back. 
After I had been hit I remember feel- 
ing relieved that I hadn't been hurt 
enough to keep me from going on with 
the men 
I'm not trying to make my- 


self out a hero. I'm Just trying to tell 
you how un ordinary man's mind 
works under the stress of fighting and 
the danger of sudden death. 
There 


are some qncer things in th« psycholo- 
gy of battle. For instance, when wo 
had got into the German trench and 
were holding 1t against the most 
vigorous counterattsfks the thought 
which was persistently uppermost in 
my mind was that I had lost tho" ad- 
iifpss of a girl in London along with 
some papers which I had thrown awav 
just before we started over and which 
I should certainly never be able to find 
again. 


Hold Regina Trench at Last

Institute a double defenslre. aa we 
bad the German* on our front and "on 
our flank, the whol« length, of tbe 
trench to the right of us being still 
held by the Germans. There we had 
to form a "block." massing our bomb- 
ers behind a barricade which was only

Behind our block barricade there was 
tbe nearest approach to aa actual fight- 
ing bell that I had Men. 


And yet * man who was in tbe IE Ids: 


of it from beginning to end came out 
without a scratch. He was a tall cuai> 
named Hunter. For twenty-four hour*, 
without interruption, he threw German 
"eggshell" bomb* from a position at 
tbe center of oar barricade. He oarer 
stopped except to light a cigarette or 
yell for some one to bring him more 
bomb* from Priti'a captured store- 
house. Be projected a regular curtain 
of flre of Ala own. I've no doubt the 
Germans reported he was a couple of 
platoons, working in alternate relief*. 
He wa* awarded the D. C. X. for his 
service* in that fight, and. though, as 
I said, be was unwoonded, Jtalf tbe 
men around him were killed, and hi* 
nerves finished in ssch condition that 
be had to b* sent back to England. 
Tbe Big Blunder and Wftat It Coit. 


One of the great tragedies of the war 


resulted from a bit of carelessneaa 
when a couple of day* later the effort 
wa* made to extend our grip beyond 
the spot which we took In that first 
fight. Plans had been made for the 
Forty-fourth battalion of the Tenth 
Canadian brigade to take by ssssnlt 
tbe trench section extending to tbe 
right from the point where we had es- 
tablished the "block" on onr flank. The 
hour for the attack had been fixed. 
Then headquarters sent out a counter- 
manding order. 
Something wasn't 


quite ready. 


Tbe order* were sent by runner*, as 


all confidential orders must be. Tele- 
phones are of no avail any more, as 
bcth our people and the Germans hare 
an apparatus which need* only to be 
attached to a metal spike in tbe ground 
to "pick up" every telephone message 
within a raulns of three miles. ~When. 
telephones are used for anything im- 
portant messages are sent in code. 
But for any Titally important commu- 
nication which might cost serious 
losses, if misunderstood, old style run- 
ners are used, just as they were in the 
days when the field telephone was un- 
heard of. It is the rule to dispatch two 
«or three runners by different routes so 
that one at least will be certain to ar- 
rive. In the case of the countermand- 
Ing of the order for the Fburty-ronrth 
battalion to assault the German posi- 
tion on our flank some officer at head- 
quarters thought that one messenger 
to the lieutenant colonel commanding 
tbe Forty-fourth would be sufficient. 
The messenger was killed by a chance 
shot, and his message was undelivered. 
The Forty-fourth, in ignorance of the 
change of plan, "went over." There 
was no barrage •'ire (o protect them, 
and their ralla** e'fc tt wns simply a 
wholesale iuieid*. Six hundred out of 
800 men were on the ground in two 
and a half minutes. The battalion wai 
simply wiped out. 
Several officer* 


were court martialed as a result of 
this terrible blunder. 


had gone into tbe German 


trenches at a little after noon on Sac- 
urday. On Sunday night at about 10 
o'clock we were relieved. The relief 
•orce had to come in overland, and 
they had a good many casualties en 
route. They found us as comfortable 
as bugs in a rug except for the infer- 
uai aud continuous bombing at our 
flank barricade. 
The Germans bad 


concluded .that it was useless to try to 
drive us out. About one-fourth of the 
COO of us who were still on their feet 
were holding tho sentry posts, and the 
remainder of the GOO were having 
banquets In the German dugouts, which, 
were stocked up like delicatessen shops 
with sausages, fine cani-ed foods, cham- 
pagne and beer. If we had only had 
a few ladles x\lth us we could hare 
had a real party. 


I got so happily Interested in the 


spread in our particul.or dugout that - 
'orgot about my wotrad until some one 
reminded me that orders required me 
to hunt up a dressing station and get 
an anti-tetanus injection. Tbe Tom- 
mies like to take a German trench, be- 
cause if the Frltzea have to move 
quickly, aa they usually do, we always 
find sausage, beer and champagne, a 
welcome change from bully beef. 'I 
could never leurn to like their bread, 
however. 


After this fight I was sent, with 


other slightly wounded men, for a 
week's rest at the casualty station at 
Contay. i rejoined tuy battalion at 
be end of the week. From Oct. 21 to 
Nov. 
18 we were in nnd out of the 


.'ront trenches several times for duty 
;ours of forty-eight houra each, but 
ivere in no Important action. At 6.10 
on tho morning of Xov. 18, a bit- 
er cold day, we "went over" to take 
he Desire and also the Desire support 
rencJies.

When they called for volunteers to 


go with me In discharge of Major Lew- 
is' order the entire company responded.

They agreed to my plan, which was 
to get within twenty-five yards of the 
gun emplacement before attacking, to 
place no dependence on rifle fire, but 
to bomb them out and take the posi- 
tion with the bayonet. 
"We followed 


that plan and took the emplacement 
quicker than we had expected to do, 
but there were only two of us left 
when we got there—Private Godsall, 
No. 177,063, and myself. All the rest 
of the twenty-five were dead or down. 
The emplacement was held by eleven 
Germans. Two only were left stand' 
ing when we got in- 


When we *aw the gun had been si- 


lenced and the crew disabled Godsall 
snd I worked round to the right about 
Jtea yards from the shell hole where 
we bad 
sheltered ourselves while 


throwing bombs Into the emplacement 
and scaled the German parapet. We 
rushed tbe gun position. 
The officer 


who bad been in charge was standing 
with his back to us, firing with hi* re- 
volver do*tn the trench at our men 
who were coming over at another 
point 
I reached him before Godsall 


and bayoneted him. The other Ger- 
man who had survived our bombing 
threw up Jus hands and mouthed the 
Teutonic slogan of surrender—"Mercy, 
kamerad!" 
My bayonet had broken 


off in the encounter with the German 
officer, so I picked up a German rifle 
with a bayonet fixed, and Godsall and 
I worked on down the trench. 


The German who had surrendered 


stood with his hands held high above 
his head, waiting for tis to tell him 
what to do. He never took hia eyes 
off of us even to look at his officer, ly- 
ing at his feet.

OUR PORPOISE FISHERY. 


On* of th» Olda«t and L«*fft Known In- 


dustries In America. 


One of the oldest and least known 


Industries In America is the porpoise 
fishery, which has been operated from 
Cape Hatteras, in North Carolina, for 
about 200 years. It should attain nn 
unusual prosperity In the next few- 
years, for the bureau of fisheries Is 
urging more general Tise of porpoise 
hides In place of cowhide. 
It Is «n 


excellent leather and could undoubted- 
ly be used more widely. 


Heretofore the most valuable prod- 


uct of the fishery has been the oil 
which. Is extracted from the Jaws of 
the porpoise and la worth about $20 a 
gallon. 
It is universally used for lu- 


bricating watches and other rery del- 
icate mechanisms. The body blubber 
Is also valuable. Attempts to manu- 
facture fertilizer out of the carcasses 
have failed because of the distance 
from a fuel supply. 


The porpoises are taken at Hatteras 


In seines operated from the shore, and 
it la probably the only place In Amer- 
ica where this has ever been success- 
fully done. 
During the fall, winter 


and spring many porpoises are seen off 
the south Atlantic coast ana at Hat- 
teras they come *ith'n a few hundred 
yards of the surf. They are taken by 
spreading seines about 200 yards out- 
Bide the surf line. As soon ns the por- 
poises have come inside the seine It 
is dragged ashore. 
Often a whole 


school of these sea creatures is taken 
in a single haul.—Baltimore American.

E. Lewis, first deputy, by the legisla- 
ture. Thin fall the position must be 
filled by popular vote. While Attorney 
General Lewis' election was unanimous 
•xcept for the votes of the two Social- 
lit ajsembleymen. the Democrats have 
designated Devoe P. Hudson, who was 
a mttmber ot the up-state Public Serv- 
ice oommiMlon under Governor* Sul- 
s*r and Olynn. Associate Judges Car- 
doso and McLaugbJln of the court of 
appeal* hare been designated by both 
parties. 


Forty-five cities will elect mayors 


and city officials and there will be 
partial county ticket* in most of the 
counties. County officers to be elected 
include: three county judges, seven 
surrogate*. 20 sheriffs, 
10 county 


clerk*, 16 district attorneys, 27 county 
treasurers, 24 superintendents of the 
poor and 63 coroners.

MISS RATH'SJWY FOUND 


Drowned la Six Feet of Water In Spot 


Fifty fee* Up-stream from Where 
SemreljKjjfg Were Informed She Met 
Her Death—Discovery an Accident— 
Had Place of Tragedy B«eu Knowtt 
Girl Might Have Been Saved. 
In .four feet of water fifty feet Jp 


the river from the spot where she was 
supposed to have 
drowned Kriday 


afternoon and 30 feet from shore on 
a sloping bottom, the body of Miss 
Helen Rath, aged 22, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, was found at 0:30 Saturday 
morning by Floyd Stllwell, 10 Factory 
street. 


It was only by accident that the 


corpse was discovered. 
After search- 


ing vainly until late Friday night. 
Chief Blizard of the local police and 
several others renewed their efforts 
shortly after 5 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing. 
From that time until 9 «. m. 


the bottom of the. pond from 
the 


place where the Syrians, who had been 
with the young woman when she met 
her fate said she had gone under, 
down to a small bridge, was thorough- 
ly dragged. 
Chief Blizard in a flat 


bottomed boat with Mr. Stilwell then 
went up the stream a little farther 
than tha fatal spot in order to get 
a good start to drift down looking 
over the side of the boat into the 
water, which because it had receded 
two feet was clear enough to peer 
almost to the river- bottom. 


They had drifted only a few feet, 


when the chief's companion told him 
to stop. 
"There's something yellow 


shining down there," he exclaimed, 
and suiting his action to his words, 
he prodded the object with an ice pike. 
The 
yellow object, when it 
came 


to the top upon being released, was 
found to be a bathing cap. Help 
was secured, and with another pike 
working, the body was brought to the 
surface. 


It is generally regretted by the police 


and searching party that the Syrians 
who were with the young .woman did 
not make greater effort to save her 
or at least take better observotion of 
the spot -where she drowned. 
If they 


had, since the water wa« only six 
feet deep- where Miss Rath Bunk, it 
is believed that The Star reporter who 
arrived on the scene with another 
young man fifteen minutes after ths 
tragedy and who immediately donned 
a. bathing suit, would easily have lo- 
cated the body while there was a pos- 
sibility of restoring- life. 


The girl's body will be held for 


several days at the McCrum under- 
taking parlors pending an investigation 
as to the identity of her parents. 
If they cannot be found it will be 
buried in the Plains.

Therefore the food administration 


has determined to take the following 
course: 


I-'irst. in order to eliminate specula- 


tion In wheat and flour, ail elevators 
and mills of over 100 barrels daily ca- 
pacity will be required to take out a 
government license, the conditions of 
this license to be that only reason- 
able ana customary charges shall,be 
made for warehouse service, that no 
wheat shall be stored for more than 
thirty days without the approval of 
the food administration and that cer- 
tain information as to receipts and 
shipments shall be supplied regularly. 
The grain exchanges are being asked 
to suspend ull dealings and quotations 
in future wheat. 
Those regulations 


will come into force Sept. J.

In order to maintain this fair price In 
protection of the producer, the food ad- 
ministrators Intend to do so. 


A Blow at Speculator*. 


Furthermore, the holding of whe«t ot 


flour contracts by persons not engaged 
in the trade, and <»ven when In trade, 
In larger quantities than ar« Decenary 
for the ordinary course of their busi- 
ness 1$ unlawful under tbe act, and 
each cases will be prosecuted with vis- 
or. And such holders would be adviied 
to liquidate their contracts at once. 


"By the above arrangement we be- 


lieve that we shall stabilize the price of 
wheat throughout the year, that tbo 
hazards of operation due to fluctuating 
prices which are Imposed upon our 
milling and distributing community 
will be eliminated, and therefore their 
business can return to the normal lines 
and the normal margins of profit, and 
that we shall not only have stabilized 
the price of wheat, but stabilized the 
price of flour, and that it should enable 
us to arrive at a stabilized price of 
bread,'1 says the board. 


The food administration has had tho 


patriotic co-operation of the leading 
millers of the country, and these mill- 
ers have organized at the request of 
the food administration a committee to 
represent, the entire trade.. 
Detailed 


proposals for an agreed differential of 
profit and expenses per barrel of flour 
and per ton of feed are under discus- 
sion. Under this arrangement the pub- 
lic will be assured an equitable and 
stabilized price of flour based upon the 
cost of raw material, and we confident- 
ly expect the volunteer arrangement 
with the mills which will give satisfac- 
tion to the public. 


The universal endeavor over tho 


country to reduce consumption of wheat 
breodstufTs, in order that we may have 
the requisite exports with which to 
carry the allies over the forthcoming 
winter, will result in a largely increas- 
ed amount of wheat available for ex- 
port If it were exported as wheat it 
would result In diminution of employ- 
ment In our mills and, of equal impor- 
tance, curtailment of supply of mill 
feed for our'dairy cattle. Therefore 
the food administration, will stipulate 
for a large proportion of export of 
flour instead of wheat, and as the ex- 
port orders for flour will be given 
subject to the approval of the food ad- 
ministration those which co-operate 
with the food administration will be 
given the benefit of the exports em- 
ployment. 
By thus encouraging the 


home production of flour the manu- 
facturing cost will be reduced, and 
therefore tbe American public will re- 
ceive indirect benefit in lowered mar- 
gins of cost in distribution. 


In accordance with the policy of tbe 


administration to co-operate with all 
trades, it is also discussing details 
of voluntary arrangements with the 
flour distributors by which agreed 
differentials may be effected In the 
wholesale trade. 


Investigate Cost of Baking. 


An exhaustive Investigation is being 


made Into the cost of baking and 
bread distribution, and active discus- 
sions nre beinfr carried on with the 
ImktTs' war emergency committee as 
to plans for the elimination of waste 
in the Industry and the production of 
a standard loaf. 


It is Impossible to anticipate the 


price to be enunciated by the "fair 
price committee," under Dr.*Garfleld, 
and it will probably require two or 
three weeks in its determination. 


The basis of determination will b* to 


arrive at a price which represents a 
fair return to the producer for his pa- 
triotic endeavor to Increase the supply 
and a proper reduction of the cost of 
flour to the consumer. 


It must be evident to all thinking 


persons that unless the price of wheat, 
| flour and bread can be materially re- 
i duced we cannot expect to-maintain 


the present wage scale of the country 
and that we must In this social read- 
justment lose efficiency at a time when 
we can afford no such sacrifice.

laiAty •ror'our"fellows~wn~tf Bad gone 
•head. As ire were proceeding toward 
tbe German reserve trench I saw four 
of our men, apparently tin-wounded, ly- 
ing In a ahell holo. I stopped to ask 
them what they were doing there. As 
I upofce I held my German rifle and 
bayonet »t tbe position of "guard." the 
tip at the bayonet advanced, about 
shoulder high. I didn't jret tueir an- 
swer, for before they could reply I 
felt a. aensation. as if gome one had 
thrown « lump of hard clay and struck 
me on. the hip, and forthwith I tum- 
bled In on top of the four, almost 
plunging my bayooet Into one of them, 
& private named Williams. 


JtcClintock Badly Wounded. 


"Well, now you know what's the 


matter with us," said Williams. "We 
didn't fall In, but we crawled in." 


They had all been slightly -wounded. 


1 h»d twenty-two pieces of shrapnel 
and some shell fragments imbedded in 
my left leg between the hip and the 
knee. I followed the usual custom of 
the soldier who has "got it." The first 
thing I did was to light a "fng" (ciga- 
rette), and the next thing was to in- 
vestigate and determine If I was in 
danger of bleeding to death. There 
wasn't much doubt about that. Ar- 
terial blood was spurting from two of 
the wounds, 
which were revealed 


when the other men in the bole helped 
me to cut off my breeches. With their 
aid I managed to stop tbe> hemorrhage 
by Improvising tourniquets with rags 
and bayonets. One I placetl as higli 
up as possible on tbe thigh and the 
other Just below the knee. Then we 
all smoked another "fas" and lay there 
listening to the big shells going over 
and the shrtonel bursting near us. It 
was quite a concert too. We discussed 
what wo ought to do, and finally I 
Mid: 


"Her*, yon fellows can walk, and 1 


can't. Furthermore, you're not able to 
carry me because you've got about all 
any of you can do to navigate uloue. 
It doesn't look as if it's coing to be 
any better here very soon. You all 
proceed to the rear, and It you can get 
come one to eonin after me I'll bo 
obliged to you." 


They accepted the proposition be- 


cause It was good advice, and, besides. 
It was orders. I was their superior 
officer.

after that confirmed me forever in ruv 
early, Kentucky bred conviction that 
there is a great deal hi luck.

"Certainly I understand English," he 


replied, speaking the language perfect 
ly. ."I used to be a waiter at the 
Knickerbocker hotel in Xew York." 
That sounded like a voice from home, 
and I wanted to hug- him. I didn't 
However, I can say for him he must 
have been a good waiter. He gave me 
good service. 


Of the last stages of my trip to Po 


ziercs I ca'nnot tell anything, for I ar 
rived unconscious from loss of blood 
The last I remember was that the for 
mer waiter, evidently seeing that ] 
was going out, nskod me to direct him 
how to i^each the field hospital station 
at Pozleres and wbom to ask for when 
he got tbere.

method of preserving food. 
Efticiert 


drying depends largely upon proper 
ventilation as demont-trated 
by the 


United States Depaitment of Agricul- 
ture in the ube of an ek-ctric fan with- 
out heat 


A fan is not necessary, how e\ er, 


and the specialists bay that drying 


i may de done in the home without the 
fan or without a vacuum. 
Artificial 


heat should be used sparingly, and 
the material should be heated in a 
very slow oven; or simple trays can be 
set on top of the stove or hung above 
it. 
The appearance, taste and even 


the food value of fruits and vegetables 
are injured by too long heating or too 
high temperatures. 


Nearly all fpods dry better if sliced 


Sweet corn, white potatoes, and sweet 
potatoes must be conked before they 
are dried, though the cooking does not 
need to be complete, a short time lu 
boiling water being enough. 
If they 


are not pre-cooked, they are likely to 
lose color and they may not keep. 


All the small fruits, including rhu- 


barb, such as raspberries, blackberries, 
loganberries, and huckleberries can 
be dried. The rolor of these berries 
is little changed when they are cooked 
for winter use. 


Potatoes, carrots, turnips, onions, 


string beans, lima beans, peas. Spin- 
ach, cauliower. cabbage and Brussels 
sprouts, dry perfectly, and with prop- 
er care keep indefinitely. 
After being 


cooked they ha\e almost the taste and 
color of the fresh vegetables and all 
the food values. Asparagus is a fail- 
ure dried; the result is a tough, stringy 
fiber 


Whete storage facilities are avail- 


able, potatoes, beets carrots, parsnips, 
cabbage and celery, may be stored to 
advantage instead of dried.
